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Future Of Schools 
Due In Fall

The School Committee called for a 
draft of a Master Plan by this fall that 
will move toward a future direction to be 
taken by the Andover School System dur- 
ing Tuesday’s meeting of the School 
Committee. 

‘“‘We have to begin paying as much at- 
tention to our human resources as we are 
paying to our environmental resources in 
Andover,’’ Supt. Kenneth Seifert said. 

Seifert said that the Master Plan 
should begin to consider the changes in 
the town’s school system. The superin- 
tendent called for issues such as person- 
nel changes, critical thinking and 
problem solving areas in the curriculum, 
staff development and new technology to 
be addressed in a Master Plan. 

‘“‘We have to have a long range plan 
that addresses changes in society. The 
effect of both parents working in both 
homes. I see the loneliness within the 
schoolhouse and within the homes,’’ he 
said. 

Another concern of Seifert’s is the 
question of proper training for the 20 per- 
cent of the graduating class who will not 
be continuing to college. 

“There are twenty percent of the stu- 
dent population who are in a bind. The 
high school is the end of their formal edu- 
cation and we have to intensify our inter- 
action with the Greater Lawrence 
Vocational Technical High School to help 
prepare these students.” 

Staff morale, boredom and staff rene- 
wal are concerns that Seifert would like 
to be addressed in the Master Plan. 

‘When the staff knows that certain 
kinds of trends and suggestions will not 
get resources, boredom occurs.”’ 

A modernization program was called 
for by the superintendent that would in- 
clude an emphasis on staff development.

rights and responsibilities should be con- 
sidered, according to Seifert. ‘We re- 
cently had a wonderful example of 
students concerned with the government 
of the school that took the form of a con- 
stitution, although only 20 students out of 
1,200 students participated. We have to 
put more emphasis on student cit- 
izenship,”’ he said. 

The School Committee cited the con- 
cern that the community would question 
the seriousness of the call for a Curric- 
ulum Development Plan - if it begins to 
be eroded because of finances. 

“The town has to be committed,” 
School Committee Chairman Michael 
Giammusso said. ‘‘During the library ex- 
pansion plan there was a sense of com- 
mitment. The town felt certain about the 
South school remodeling project and it 
took hold. We have to begin this project 
with the same type of commitment and 
we can not wait until it hits a crisis 
stage.”’ 

The School Committee called for an 
outline of a Master Plan that would con- 
sider equipment, facilities, retraining 
and renewal of the school staff, curric- 
ulum and staffing.

“This unique cooperation of efforts offers students an 
opportunity to apply the professional training and exper- 
tise gained through labs, lectures, mechanical drawing 
classes and machine shop experiences at U Lowell to real- 
life challenges.” Jerrie Perron, occupational therapist at 
Lowell General Hospital said.

Lt. Col. Simon P. Worden, ASAF, special assistant to 
the director, Strategic Defense Initiative Organization, 
and Howard C. Ris, Jr., executive director of the Union of 
Concerned Scientists, will present opposing viewpoints on 
President Reagan’s Strategic Defense Initiative, better 
known as Star Wars, in an informative dicussion, ‘Star 
Wars: Will it Work? Ca We Afford it?” Thursday, May 15, 
at 7:30 p.m. in the North Andover High School Auditori- 
um. Susan Shear, president of the League of Women Vot- 
ers of Massachusetts, will moderate the evening which is 
jointly sponsored by the League of Women Voeters of 
Masnachenslie and the North Andover People for Peace. 

One of the most controversial and least understood pro- 
grams for U.S. defense, Star Wars, presented to the 
American public as a system for making nuclear weapons 
impotent and obsolete, has raised more questions than it 
has answered in the minds of many citizens. Orbitng laser 
shields and artificially intelligent computers raise prag- 
matic questions about feasibility, infallibility and de- 
fenseability of the millions of components. The cost of the 
Star Wars program also raises questions about the price 
of this technology and the economic ramifications of a 
burgeoning defense budget. ‘“‘There is so much at stake, 
we need to be informed,” said Ed Meagher, professor of 
philosophy at Salem State College and coordinator of the 
North Andover People for Peace Task Force on Star 
Wars.

Grease Fire Damages Hotel 


A grease fire damaged the kitchen at 
the Sheraton Rolling Green late Friday 
afternoon, closing the restaurant until 
mid-day on Saturday. The blaze, which 
was discovered by the son of an off-duty 
firefighter who lives in the vicinity of the 
hotel, caused damage to the roof, duct- 
work and walls of the kitchen. 

William Morris, Jr., of 321 Lowell St., 
said that it was his son, Billy, who first 
noticed the smoke billowing from the 
roof of the hotel. ‘I live on the hill right 
in front of the Rolling Green,’’ explained 
Morris. “‘We can see the roof; people in 
the parking lot wouldn’t have been able 
to see it. My son spotted it first—heavy, 
black smoke—and he called the fire de- 
partment.” 

When Morris took a second look, he 
saw flames shooting from the chimney. 
“‘They were shooting four, five feet in the 
air,” he said, ‘‘So I called the depart- 
ment again and said ‘flame showing’.”’ 

According to fire department reports, 
the fire was called in at 4:44 p.m.; three 
engines responded. At the Rolling Green, 
firefighters discovered that a grease fire 
in a cooking area off the courtyard had 
traveled up the ductwork and ignited 
nearby roofing materials.

‘Zoning Board Gives Tentative 
Approval To River Road Motel 


By Susan K. O’Neill 


MAY 29, 1986 


After Friday night’s hearing and a site 
visit, the Zoning Board of Appeals gave 
the tentative nod to plans for the building 
of a Courtyard Motel by the Marriott 
Corporation on land between River Road 
and Old River Road. 

The tentative approval grants the Mar- 
riott Corporation special permits for ho- 
tel construction in the Industrial D zone, 
a restaurant in ID, an off-premise sign 
and the installation of a satellite dish 
T.V. receiver. It also grants a height 
variance for the off-premise sign. 

The site for the 146-unit Courtyard mo- 
tel lies within a quarter-mile of a 300- 
room full-service Marriott hotel. At the 
public hearing, Jeffrey Spillman, Direc- 


tor of Hotel Development for Marriott, 
explained that the company was appeal- 
ing to different segments of the hotel 
marketplace with each establishment, 
and did not feel that the two were in com- 
petition with each other. 

‘“‘We do have some history of building 
hotels almost in tandem,’’ he said. In 
such cases, he said, both hotels had 
thrived. He explained that Andover has 
been identified through market research 
as a “‘very favorable market; there’s a 
very strong chance for success here’’ in 
both the ‘‘quality”’ and ‘‘moderate’’ mar- 
ket segments. 

An overall area room occupancy rate 
of 64 percent for existing hotels is consid-

ered usual, said Spillman; Andover’s 
present rate is approximately 76 percent. 
At times, he noted, it is difficult to find a 
hotel room in town. 

Furthermore, he said, the only area 
hotel competing with the larger Marriott 
in the “‘quality,” or full-service, category 
is the Sheraton Rolling Green. In the 
“‘moderate’’ segment catagory, to which 
the Courtyard will belong, he listed two 
Howard Johnson motels and the Koala 
Inn. ‘‘And they’re getting older,’’ ob- 
served Spillman. ‘‘There’s a lot of poten- 
tial for a modern, moderate hotel.” 

According to the plans presented by 
Spillman and engineer William Casey, 
the planned Courtyard will sit at the far 
end of the road in a parcel of land owned 
by Campanelli Trust. It will be identified 
by a 20-foot-high sign, of dimensions sim- 
ilar to those of the sign for the Rolling 
Green, at the intersection of River Road 
and Old River Road. The sign will be the 
only one to serve the properties in the 
parcel; it will have room beneath it for 
sign boards for the other business that 
will someday occupy the parcel’s re- 
maining lots. It will be lit from within, 
and will. be shielded from residential 
abutters by a stand of trees. 

The parking lot serving the motel will 
have a potential for 236 spaces, accord- 
ing to Casey. Only 160 to 170 will actually 
be paved; the others will be landscaped, 
to be paved over only if it is found that 
they are needed. 

Emergency access will be provided by 
a right-of-way to adjacent land owned by 
the Vocational Technical school, he said, 
until an abutting parcel owned by the 
Andover Companies is developed. At that 
point, Marriott and the Companies will 


— to provide access through that par- 
cel. 

Following the presentation, board 
member Roger Collins expressed con- 
cern about Andover’s potential for be- 
coming ‘‘hotel city.” 

‘‘How many rooms is the saturation 
point? How many hotels will work in 
Andover?”’ he asked. 

Spillman answered that Marriott felt 
their own building push to be ‘‘a question 
of timing.’’ With growth, the demand has 
been building year after year, over time. 
“The high occupancy rate has been a 
sort of a green light to hotel developers,” 
he said. Accordingly, in a ‘‘supply and 
demand economy,”’ the new hotels would 
decrease that rate; until it rises again, 
he theorized, hotel developers would con- 
sider it unwise to build to a point that 
might mean oversaturation. 

Collins later asked Andover’s principal 
planner, Nancy Jeton, if her department 
knew of any other hotels with immediate 
plans for building in Andover. 

Jeton acknowledged that the planning 
department has been receiving frequent 
inquiries, but said she knew of no firm 
proposals for building at this time. 

Abutter Jacob Jacobson of Old River 
Road told the board that he had dis- 
cussed the motel with Marriott represen- 
tatives to his satisfaction. ‘‘We can’t see 
any objections,”’ he said. 

According to chairman Wesley Whit- 
ney, the board’s tentative approval car- 
ries the conditions that the stated 
emergency access be established as dis- 
cussed, the parking be designed for po- 
tential expansion, if needed—also as 
discussed—and developers work in con- 
formance to the plans as presented.

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Importance Of Planning 


While we may not agree with decisions or pro- 
posals offered by a municipal planning board 
from time to time, the importance of their work 
can never be underestimated. 

Witness, for instance, the problems now facing 
the neigboring community of North Andover 
where the water supply is now infested with giar- 
dia, resulting in residents having to either boil 
water for five minutes before using it or purchas- 
ing spring water. 

The condition will last for a while, thus compel- 
ling North Andoverites to continue this practice 
for an undetermined amount of time. 

What has planning got to do with a polluted 
water supply? 

Simple, the town has become a developers’ 
haven these past several years, with building 
permits issued at a record pace, subdivisions pro- 
duced to the detriment of the natural watershed 
area, installation of septic systems within close 
vicinity of Lake Cochichewick, the town’s princi- 
pal water supply. 

Many of the town’s planners of the past, as well 
as some municipal officials who are regulators of 
the town’s building laws, have either been devel- 
opers or realty agents, thus, often being self-serv- 
ing in their attitude toward municipal growth. 

Having noted these conditions, it seems appro- 
priate then to commend Andover and its planners 
and those most concerned with the town’s growth 


‘ for having done a more than adequate job of pro- 


« 


tecting the community. 

First, as far as water supply is concerned, the 
town wisely, over a quarter century ago, autho- 
rized development ofa master plan for the water 
system.

While planning can often lead to controversy 
and disagreement, even to the point of suffering 
losses on town meeting floor following lengthy 
study of an issue, certainly, over the years, the 
importance of their work in Andover is testimony 
to the protection it has provided their fellow citi- 
zens. 

Had our neighbors been provided similar care 
and concern over these many years, then proba- 
bly their problems would not be as serious as 
they now face.

Aching Arches 
It’s Worth It

The Boston Common teemed with life. I sipped 
coffee from the roadside vending truck, warm- 
ing my hands against the cup, ear cocked to the 
words of the all-star cheerleading staff up on the 
monument—the governor, Mayor Flynn, Cardi- 
nal Law, news folks from Channel 7 and a “‘d.j.” 
from WZOU. Praising us for our part in this, the 
17th Annual Greater Boston 20-mile Walk for 
Hunger. 

My daughter, Kim, who had shamed me into 
coming to walk with her so she wouldn’t be 
alone, had disappeared with her friends. No big 
deal; after riding down on the St. Augustine’s 
bus with a load of chattering teenagers in the 
rear, I was looking forward to the company of 
adults. 

Up front, Kitty Dukakis reminded us all to 
pick up our trash before we left the Common. 

I liked that. It added a kind of homey touch. 

At last, my neighbor, Sharon Weidlein, and I 
and about 20,000 others set off down Beacon 
Street. 

It’s nice being a reporter. You pull out a little 
notebook and all kinds of people become your 
buddies. I collected quotes from Governor Duka- 
kis, Bishop Methodius of the Greek Orthodox 
Church and Cardinal Law—stuff about the walk 
being a ‘‘wonderful example of people caring 
about people (the governor),” and ‘‘a beautiful 
manifestation of the new life that Easter is 
about (the Bishop; Sunday was his Easter).” 

The dignitaries slipped away after the first 
few blocks, but nobody cared. A middle-aged 
matron played reveille on a bugle for us from 
her Beacon Hill front porch; JoJo the clown 
(alias Fr. Joachim Lally from the South End), 
in whiteface and scruffy tails, pasted little 
orange spots on all our faces because ‘‘anyone 
foolish enough to walk twenty miles should look 
like a fool.” 

Beside me, 12-year-old Joy Atkinson of Rock- 
port gamely lifted herself along on crutches, 
dragging the foot cast she’d earned at Disney 
World. She told me that one of the three little 
pigs had chased her down a stairwell after she’d 
pulled its ear. She’d missed a step, tripped and 
broken a bone in her foot. 

The pig, she said, had felt terrible. 

At this early stage, the walk was a festival. 
And, Andover had turned out in force; there had 
been 39 walkers on our bus, at least 30 more 
from West Parish Church, and some, I’d heard, 
from Phillips Academy. 

Others I met, like young Kara O’Handley and 
her mother, Carol, had come by car. 

Kara had walked the route last year. She told 
me that she had seen a brand-new freezer at 
Lawrence’s Neighbors In Need agency; the staff 
had told her it had been bought with some of the 
money she’d helped raise. 

That had made her pretty proud. 

Andover people also took their places among 
the 600 volunteers who helped keep the crowd in 
order. A phalanx of St. Augustine people 
manned the first and last checkpoints. Some of 
them volunteer time at the Bread and Roses 
soup kitchen in Lawrence. Like Kara, they have 
seen the benefits of their work first-hand. 

Twenty miles is a respectable distance. Fes- 
tivity gradually gave way to silence as we 
trudged from checkpoint to checkpoint on lead- 
en, aching feet. Finishing an ice cream cone I’d

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According to Asoian, many towns- 
people erroneously think that the build- 
ing was built in the 1920s, at the time 
Shawsheen Village was constructed. 
‘“‘We recently found out from the asses- 
sor’s office that it was 1969,’’ he said. It 
was built and occupied by the Yankee 
Milk Company. 

Richard Alden, Union National Bank’s 
president, explained that his company 
had selected the Shawsheen site because 
‘“‘we didn’t want to take any more retail 
space out of downtown Andover.”’ The 
proposed location is convenient to North 
Andover, Andover and Lawrence, he 
added, and features adequate off-street 
parking. 

He noted that planned changes to the 
exterior of the building would be mini- 
mal because the company wished to 
maintain the character of the location. 

Frank Finnegan, a Union executive 

vice president, explained that the traffic 
flow to the automatic teller would be 
channeled in a one-way configuration 
around the building. This would avoid 
traffic tie-ups on Haverhill Street from 
backups at the teller site. 
« He emphasized the speed of automated 
teller machines in contrast to their hu- 
man counterparts; an ATM takes no 
more than one to one-and-one-half-min- 
utes. 

Finnegan added that the bank would 
be the exclusive occupant of the building. 
‘There will be no tenants whatever,’’ he 
said. 

Leafing through a favorable traffic 
analysis on the project prepared by the 
engineering firm of Vanesse-Hangen, 
board member Roger Collins remarked, 
‘“‘Funny—I’ve never seen a negative traf- 
fic report.” 

Chairman Wesley Whitney observed 
that Andover already has a number of 
banks. ‘‘You must do some kind of study 
before you do this,” he commented to 
Alden. ‘This is the seventh bank in And- 
over.” 

“We think it’s a very attractive mar- 
ket, and we’ll do very well here,”’ an- 
swered Alden. 

Abutter Pierina Vachon of Haverhill 
Street deplored the present traffic in the 
area as ‘‘horrendous.”’ 

“It’s very difficult at times to come in 
and out of my driveways,” she said.

Also, she added, ‘‘The lighting is ex- 
tremely poor in that area,’’ because at 
least two street lights have been taken 
down after being hit by cars. 

“The street lights in Shawsheen are 
being replaced this year,’’ Nancy Jeton, 
the town’s principal planner, informed 
Vachon. 

A York Street abutter suggested that 
the bank’s proposed one-way en- 
trance/exit designations could prove to 
be an advantage to the traffic flow, be- 
cause it would bar left turns into Tanta- 
lon Road, which is located near a 
number of other turning points.

Andover High senior John Nuzzo has been 
awarded an 80 per cent combination baseball 
scholarship-financial aid package to attend Roll- 
ins College in Florida next fall.

The School Committee voted Tuesday 
to petition the U.S. Congress to support 
the full retention of the deduction for 
state and local taxes and support reten- 
tion of the full-tax-exempt status of all 
bonds issued by local school districts. 

The Massachusetts Association of 
School Committee’s petition expressed 
the concern that some of the measures 
called for in the Tax Reform bill would 
be detrimental to school districts. The 
proposal would have the following neg- 
ative impact on school bonds, according 
to the Massachusetts Association of 
School Committees: Require school dis- 
tricts to pay the government that inter- 
est it receives when it temporarily 
invests bond proceeds, if that interest ex- 
ceeds the interest it must pay on the 
bonds. 

The method is called arbitrage, which 
is to take the money for a proposed pro- 
ject and invest it in an interest bearing 
account and earn interest until the fund- 
ing is absolutely needed. 

“By the process of arbitrage signifi- 
cant savings are made,’’ School Commit- 
tee Chairman Michael Giammusso said. 
“If we are taxed on the interest from 
these accounts the benifits of doing this 
will be hindered greatly.” 

The tax reform measures would re- 
quire school districts to begin spending 
bond proceeds within 30 days of issuing

In addition, the tax exempt sta- 
tus of school bonds if the schools are used 
for private purposes more than ten per- 
cent of the time would be taken away.
